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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 104-112 and 121-126 are pending. Group I, claims 104-107, 121, and 
125 were elected without traverse in response to the Election/Restriction filed 8/15/08. 

2. The Affidavit filed 07/03/06 has been considered and entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicants', an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this Examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
by Attorney Randall G. Rueth on 09 September 2008. 

In the claims 

4. Claims 108-112, 122-124, and 126 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 104-107, 121, and 125 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is (EPO 731 600A2) Patti et al. Patti et al. discloses a system for the creation 
of a high resolution image from a sequence of lower resolution images, but failed to 
disclose a digital management system for high resolution digital images of the first 
image provider being transparent to the other unrelated image providers which are not 
authorized users identified by the first image provider. Di Vincenzo et al. (US 
5,965,859) disclosed capturing digital images and audio files and downloading them into 
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a computer workstation for furtlier processing and tliey can be downloaded into 
computer memory witli tlie images being furtlier processed or enhanced by any suitable 
software such as "ADOBE PHOTOSHOP" software and after processing the high 
resolution form is sent to a server or printer for storage and a low resolution form of the 
images is sent to a customer storage device residing in a remote location but failed to 
disclose a digital management system for high resolution digital images of the first 
image provider being transparent to the other unrelated image providers which are not 
authorized users identified by the first image provider. "Kodak's Flashpix Format 
Rethinks the Whole Idea of Digital Image Processing" discloses the highest resolution is 
determined by the device that creates the original image, a hierarchy of images created 
by an application first writing the Flashpix file, and a Flashpix file containing a thumbnail 
image for quick reference but failed to disclose a digital management system for high 
resolution digital images of the first image provider being transparent to the other 
unrelated image providers which are not authorized users identified by the first image 
provider. "Kodak's Systems Emphasize "Take Pictures Further" Theme at RSN'96" 
discloses a medical image manager serving as a Bridge to DICOM The Kodak Digital 
Science medical image manager captures and routes the images and patient 
information devices on a network supporting DICOM storage and print services but 
failed to disclose a digital management system for high resolution digital images of the 
first image provider being transparent to the other unrelated image providers which are 
not authorized users identified by the first image provider. 
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For these reasons claims 104, 121, and 125 are deemed to be allowable over the prior 
art of record, and claims 105-107 are allowed by dependency.
